BRYAN AND GLARK 
BURY ThE HATGHE! 


The Two Meet at Luncheon 
and Smooth Over Personal- 


ities of the Convention at 


Baltimore. 


Washington, April 18.—Speaker 
Champ Clark and Secretary William 
Jennings Bryan met ata private 
luncheon here today, shook hands and 
issued public statements declaring they 
had buried the hatchet and put the 
personalities of the Baltimore conven- 
tion with the by-gones. The luncheon 
was arranged by Theodore A. Bell, of 
California, temporary chairman of the 
Denver convention in 1908, and chair- 
man of the California deleg -tio.. sup- 
porting Speaker Clark at Baltimore, 
and was gi-en br Ira E. Bennett, ed- 
itor the The Washington Post. 
Intense interest was aroused in po- 
litical cireles over the reconciliation 
or the two antagonists, whose differ- 
ences became acute as aresult of 
events of the Baltimore convention. 


Statement From Bryan. 


Secretary Bryan's prepared state- 
ment, issued tonight, is as follows: 

“My meeting with Mr. Clark has 
served to clear up a misunderstanding 
as to my exact position toward him at 
Baltimore convention. I have 
tried to make it clear to Mr. Clark 
that I have always regarded and do 
now regard him as a good, clean, pro- 
gressive democrat. If my language at 
Baltimore created any impression that 
I was charging Mr. Clark with being 
in sympathy with any of the reaction- 
ary forces, I am glad of the opportu- 
nity to correct any such misconstruc- 
tion of my words or acts, for I did not 
intend to reflect upon either the per- 
sonal or political integrity of the 
speaker. It is my earnest wish that 
there may “<e cordial co-operation be- 
tween the state department and the 
speaker in carrying out the policies of 
the administration.” 

Speaker Clark’s Statement. 

Here its Speaker Clark's statement: 

“It is beyond the power of Colonel 
Bryan or anyone else to correct the 


injustice that was done to me at Balti- 
more. The loss of the presidential 
nomination wasa small thing as com- 
pared to the injury done to my repu- 
tation in the eyes of the world. But 
now that Colonel Bryan, in his public 
statement, has done what he can to re- 
move the injurious impressions that 
were created by his Baltimore speech- 
es, 1 feel that we can all the better 
co-operate for the good of the admin- 
istration. I can only repeat what I 
have publicly declared time and time 
again, that all personal or selfish con- 
| siderations must give way to the éuty

Chief Justice White suggested tha? 
the correspondence between the Italian 
sovernment and the state department 
Showed that the Italian government 
expressly stated it did not demand 
Charlton under the treaty, but upon 
epecial grounds. 

Justice Pitney pointed out that the 
Italian government in a subsequent 
letter did place the demand upon the 
treaty.

Events of the strike of 1893 are be- 
ing repeated in all centers without 
the glightest departure from the re- 
markKable discipline then maintained. 
The state railroad has been badly hit. 
In addition to losing 70,000 workmen’s 
weekly commutation fares, it has been 
obliged to cancel 175 freight trains 
running daily between the industrial 
centers and Antwerp. There also are 
indications that the management of the 
rallrdtid is getting uneasy about the 
employees and a second and stringent 
general order was issued today pro- 
hibiting them holding or attending 
meetings.

Mexico lies under the brooding shadow 
of chaos and anarchy. The latest dispatches 
speak of the helplessness of Huerta and 
the slow and irresistible tightening of the 
rebel cordon drawn by troops under Ob- 
regon, Carranza and the Zapata brothers, 
not to mention a horde of lesser chieftains. 
The regime in Mexico City that won power 
by treachery and assassination and sought 
to maintain it by violence and mur- 
der is hemmed in on every side. 
Money is the life-blood of war and the

It is against these 
conditions that the country generally is 
in revolt, and matters will not be bet- 
tered until] the rank and file believe they 
have placed in power a man or men strong 
enough and conscientious enough to in- 
a@ugurate and maintain an era of justice. 

Thus far, a man of that type has not ap- 
peared on the horizon. It appears the coun- 
try must resign itself to continue in end- 
less throes of disaffection and civi] 
for an indefinite period. All this does not 
make for serenity on our side of the bor- 
der. The thousands of wealthy foreigners 
abandoning Mexico tell the story of univer- 
sal distrust.

How Thuriew Weed Missed Dining 
With Duke of Wellington. 


(Copyright, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

Emily Barnes, a granddaughter of Thur- 
low Weed, was esteemed, some twenty years 
ago, the most artistic of all of those who 
made photographing of nature, scenery or 
of historic places a vocation instead of a rec- 
reation. Miss Barnes went to England about 
twenty years ago and there gained a high 
reputation for the artistic value of her work 
and for the enthusiasm with which she 
taught photography as an art. 

She was a woman of much vivacity, a 
very charming personality, having inherited, 
apparently, some of that peculiar personal 
quality which in no small measure explained 
the ability of Thurlow 
Weed to persuade men 
in public life and politi- 
clans to accept his 
views respecting men 
and measures. 

It was on a vacation 
visit which Miss Barnes 
made to the United 
States, perhaps a year 
before her marriage, 
that I had a very pleas- 
ant chat of an hour or 
two with her, in which 
she narrated some of 
her experiences in pho- 
tographing places in 
England, which had be- 
come historic through 
the association with 
them of some of the 
great men and famous 
Britain of an earlier day. 

She happened to mention having visited 
the home of the Duke of Wellington for 
the purpose, I judged, of photographing the 
dwelling, although of that I am not cer- 
tain. I said to her that I had’heard from 
some one of her grandfather’s friends, I 
have forgotton whom, that Thurlow Weed 
always spoke with a sense of grievous dis- 
appointment of the fact that by reason of 
a bit of carelessness or forgetfulness on his 
part he had missed an opportuntiy of meet- 
ing the Duke of Wellington at a dinner party 
in London. I asked Miss Barnes whether 
this report were true. 

“That was the time when our minister 
to Great Britain, Mr. Lawrence, I think it 
was Abbot Lawrence, I know he was one 
of the proprietors of the great cotton mills 
at Lowell and Lawrence, Mass., invited my 
grandfather to dine with him and to meet 
a few friends.

ANGLO-SAXONS?

Are the people of the English-speaking 
race Anglo-Saxons? They are usually given 
as such, but the English people, before the 
Norman invasion, were made up from the 
veins of ancient Britons, Romans, Picts, 
Scots, Danes, Angles and Saxons. This mix- 
ture of races and bloods shows plainly that 
the idea of an Anglo-Saxon race is sheer 
nonsense. 

In view of this fact it would be utter 
nonsense, says a writer, to class the Ameri- 
can people as “Anglo-Saxons,” when they 
have compounded and are daily more and 
more compounding the confusion of the 
British blood with infusions from the veins 
of all other nations. Of course, we have an 
Anglo-Saxon strain in our blood, as we 
have the Norman, a mixture of the Teutonic 
and Celtic, the old British, the Germanic 
and the Latin, so called. But which strain 
is the predominant one it is difficult to 
say. The best ethnologists, it would appear, 
incline to the opinion that it is the Celtic. 

SS. D. O'Donnell, on the bureau of statis- 
tics, Washington, D. C., writing upon the 
subject some years ago, says that among 
ethnologists the phrase Anglo-Saxon is 
never used as descriptive of a race, or of 
English institutions; hence, he remarks, “no 
well-educated person of the present genera- 
tion can be excused for using it descriptive 
of the English-speaking peoples; because 
there never was an Anglo-Saxon race nor 
an Anglo-Saxon institution to impart dom- 
inating influences to our civilization. 

Our British ancestors, after the invasion 


of the Romans, adopted the civilizing influ- 
ences of the more civilized peoples of Eu- 
rope. Whatever dominating influences the 
English-speaking peoples have today is due, 
to some extent at least, to that civilization 
and to the vigor of the people, which no 
distinct race can claim as its own. 

The fiction that credits to Anglo-Saxon 
bleed all the enterprises, progress and best 
institutions of the centuries past has been 
the cause of more persecutions in the name 
of religion, and bloodshed in the name of 
God, than the most malevolent influences 
that have ever caused brethren to imbrue 
their hands in the blood of brothers since 
the first murder. 

There is no distinction of race or blood 
or origin among the English-speaking peo- 
ples of today, nor has there been for long 
centuries past. 

Way back in the days of King Alfred 
the term Anglo-Saxon was adopted as a 
race name for the English-speaking world. 
He frequently used the term “rex Anglorum 
Saxonum,” but the origin of the title is not 
clear. It appears that the term “Angli Sax- 
ones” first came into use nearly a century 
before Alfred's time in the writings of 
Paulus Diaconus, or Paul the Deacon, but 
there it was used to distinguish the Teutonic 
inhabitants of Britain from the Old Saxons 
of the continent. 

The tradition is that the first Angles, 
Saxons and Jutes to invade Britain made 
thelr appearance in 449, having Hengist and 
Horsa as their leaders. But under the more 
searching scrutiny of later writers these fa- 
mous leaders have come to be looked upon 
as mythical heroes of romance, common to 
most of the Germanic nations. 

Frequently in Latin medieval literature 
the word Anglo-Saxon occurs, but the term 
{s generally used to distinguish the Saxons 
in England from those on the continent. 
It was not until the revival of interest in 
England's earliest history that the compound 
Anglo-Saxon was used to denote, without 
any reference to their continental kinsman, 
the entire English people and their language. 

But historians and philologists: of recent 
years have discarded the term Anglo-Saxon 
as misleading, for it appears to imply that 
the language before the Norman conquest 
was not English. The obscurity of the word 
Anglo-Saxon as applied to the English peo- 
ple is somewhat of a mystery, and just who 
is responsible for having called us the 
Anglo-Saxon race is not clear, for a careful 
study of our personality, our language and 
our literature clearly shows that the appel- 
lation is wrong, although the name may 
be applied to us with just as much propriety 
as any other.

efit of al] the property owners, it was 
being pushed by a few. The repre- 
Sentatives of the Capital City Laundry 
and Guthman’s Laundry made vigorous 
protests, the former giving notice that 
the damage to its property would ag- 
Bregate $10,000, for which the city will 
be held responsible. 
Many Waive Damage Claims. 
A large majority of the owners who 


)} 4ppeared before the committee were in 


favor of the project. Several who 
lodged protests at the meeting held in 
the chamber of commerce, Thursday 
afternoon, declared that while their 
property would be damaged to some 
extent by the ohange of grade, they 
were Willing that the work be hast- 
ened. Several gave the city notice 
that they would waive all Clair.s for 
damages and would contribute to the 
fund being raised to put over the 


project. 

Chairman Orville E. Hall, of the 
Street Committee, urged the Whitehall 
owners to go before the commissioners 
of the county and outline the scheme 
to them. The committee authorized 
the council representatives of the first 
ward to take the matter up with the 
commission. 

Charles H. Black, chairman of the 
regrading committee of the citizens’ 
meeting, estimated that the property 
on Whitehall, between Mitchell and 
Cooper would increase $6,000,000 when 
the improvement is made, and called 
attention to the fact that the in- 
creased assessment would he about 
$3,000,000. He said the city would re- 
ceive $450,000 on account of the in- 
creased taxation. 

Councilman George H. Boynton made 
& strong appeal to the committee to 
give the project careful consideration. 

According to figures submitted to the 
committee, the work will cost about 
$90,000, of which more than $15,000 has 
already been pledged by the property 
owners. 

Ask Captain Clayton’s Aid. 

Captain R. M. Clayton, of the corm 
struction department, will be asked 
to go over the proposed profile. It 
was hinted that some of the hostile 
residents of Whitehall will join the 
Movement if the grade is modified so 
as not to put the side streets higher 
or lower than the proposed grade.

WHIEHALL PROECT [WATERWORKS POWER 


CONTRACT A 


City. Electrician Turner Vigor- 
ously Objects to Action by 
the Water Board. 


The contract with the Georgia Rafl- 
way and Power company to furnish the 
waterworks with power to run the 
new 20,000,000 gallon pump, was rati- 
fied at a meeting of the water board 
yesterday afternoon. 


City Electrician R. C. Turner vigor- 
ously protested against the city enter- 
ing into the contract. First, he ob- 
jected to a clause in the contract 
which gave the power company the 
right to discontinue the service at any 
time, and carried his point to the ex- 
tent of having the clause modified so 
as tq bind the company to furnish the 
current without interruption, except in 
the event the city fails to pay for one 
month's service within ten days. In 
other words, if the city should fail to 
pay for current within the ten days 
the company can break off the con- 
tract and hold the city liable. 

Another clause to which Turner ob- 
jected is that which requires the city 
to guarantee to use $6,000 worth of 
current per year. Turner said that he 
considered it arbitrary for the power 
company to force the city to pay for 
more current than it actually uses. 

The committee approved the con- 
tract except as to one clause,, which 
was accepted in its modified form by 
the power company, and will go to 
council Monday afternoon for ap- 
proval.

In his talk, Mr. Coles advocated a 
revision of the national banking ac’ 
to permit national banks to negotiate 
loans on real estate collateral. “The 
national banking act,” said Mr. Coles, 
“was passed fifty years ago for the 
Primary purpose of creating a market 
for United States bonds. Real estate 
a5 a4 security was debarred at thst 
time, and it-was then a good measure, 
because of the fact that the civil war 
had left farm lands practically without 
Value and city real estate was very 
uncertain. Today, however, I do not 
believe there is a better security under 
the sun than real estate.” 


Advocates Central Reserve. 


Mr. Coles also advocated the estab- 
lishment of a great central banking 
reserve, upon which banks might dravy 
in times of stringent money market 
and avoid panics, the like of which the 
United States has suffered about every 
tén years. 

Mr. Coles offered many valuable sug- 
Eestions to the realty men, and complti- 
mented them for doing an annual real- 
ty business of $20,000,000 “in spite of 
the banks, rather than with their help ”’ 

Upon a motion by Ralph O. Cochran, 
the meeting thanked Mr. Coles for his 
address by a rising vote.
